There is something wearisome in the servile chorus of 
abuae with which the President has been assailed in cod- 
ncctloa nHh th« a«w Rspablio of Panaais.

recognizing the new Republic. Out of the mass of veiled 
allntioiM and porteatioas bints MtotbseriBiiasl pvtici 
pation of this Government in theooop dVtnt, there has 
not come one substantial fact to bear oat the contention, 
and sqnIj if it bad existed tbe fieroe lifbt wbieb bas 
been turned on the affair would have exposed it long ago 

Tbe very course of events baa more than justified the 
President's prompt recognition of the de facto government 
of Panama. It is clear that the new Kepulilic in, and was 
from the beginning, well established, and that there was 
no other authority in the territory in qneetion with whom 
we could treat. 

In the petty quibbles dictated by a blind, imitative 
partisanship, the merits of the Panama struggle seem to 
have been entirely overlooked. It has been abnndantly 
shown that the people of that province have been gioan 
ing under the yoke of oppression for years. Ita rich rev- 
enues were turned into the common coffers for tbe benefit 
of Colombia, while nothing whatever was done in return 
for the tribntariee. Even the most indispensable of pub- 
lic works were not carried into execution. A general air 
of desolation and decay prevailed everywhere, and, to 
crown all, the magnificent enterprise which not only 
means so much to Panama, but has been one of the 
world's splendid dreams lor generations, waa wantonly, 
and no doubt oormptly, stifled by the combined stupidity 
and greed of OolombiMi officials. 

The reasonable expectation" and the just demands of 
Panama, in niatters great and small, both recent and re 
mote, were blnntly and hopeleealy disappointed. Nay, 
more. It is true — and why deny it?— that an rippressive 
gloom hung over tbe people of tbe United States, and in 
a mesaaie over tbe whole world, only a ISw short weeks 

ago, when the Colombian Congress had rejected our canal 
treaty and adjourned, when it seemed that the intermi 
nable fight between tbe two routes was to be reopened and 
that we were, in fact, no nearer the realization of our 
dream than we were fifty years ago. Tbe whole country 
felt a aiekening sense of deepnir. 

Tbe sudden turn of affairs was like the shadow i>f a 
great rock in a weary land. A hopeless prospect was con- 
verted into one of almoet abaolate certainty, and today 
the American i>eop!e know that the csnsl will soonbaoome 

an accomplished fact. 

And yet, what is the conduct of a certain class uf im 
palsive, inmtional partisanaT Instead of rejoicing at the 
good fortune which has come upon us — one of those 
things which tbe Lord sends and the devil brings, if you 
will— they atand off and make faces at tbe Administration 
which happens to be in power when this lucky progress 
of events reaches a culmination. They work themselves 
Into a i^oos freniy worthy of a better canae to oook up • 
party issue which is much more likely to prove a boome- 
rang than otherwise. Instead of lending forceto their just 
censure of real blunders by magnanimously conceding
